In order that the voters may understand just what is meant 
by the proposed “New bridge” we are printing below a copy 
of a letter from The Highway Commission to the citizens 
of Buxton. 


Selectmen of Buxton, 
West Buxton, Maine 


_ In preparing an estimate for the reconstruction of 
Leavitt Bridge in Buxton, it has been assumed that the | 
bridge would be located on the line laid out for the State 
‘Aid highway about 200 feet downstream from the present 
road. At the new location the elevation of the proposed road 
is about 17 feet above stream bed. 


The bridge, as estimated, would be of concrete, and 
there would be about 5 feet of fill over the slab. The abut- 
ments would be skewed 15 degrees so as to be parallel with 
the stream, and would provide a span length of 15 ft. along 
the center line of the highway. The bridge slab would be 
about 42 feet wide to take care of the roadway width and. 
the fill slopes. Rip-rap protection at the ends of the wings 
has been included, but no other approach work. ; 


At prices prevailing just before the war, the esti- 
mated cost is $9,000.00. While future construction costs are 
very uncertain, we believe that $12,000.00 is a fair estimate 
at the present time. The cost would be divided: State, $3,- 
228.00; County, $3,600.00; Town, $5,172.00.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE WARDEN 


To the Municipal Officers and Citizens of Buxton: 

I herewith submit the following report for the Fire De- 
partment for the year 1945. 

During the year your department answered thirty- 
eight calls: four were car, truck and tractor fires; nineteen 
were chimney fires; five were woods and grass fires; three 
were dwellings; one the B. & M. R. R. Station; one, a camp;

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1945 


Adequate provision to assure satisfactory growth and 
development and protection of the health of children is a 
public responsibility warranting special consideration and 
emphasis in any program directed toward the better health 
of the people as a whole. Upon what is done to assure phys- 
ical and mental health during maternity, infancy, childhood 
and youth, depends the vigor and health of uDe adult popu- 
lation. 

During the year visits were made to expectant mothers 
to assist them in securing early medical supervision and to 
help them with their plans for delivery. 


Visits were made to infants and preschool children to— 
assist the mothers with their schedules and to urge medical 
supervision and vaccination and immunizaiion. 

Cases of communicable disease and their contacts have 
been followed. 

Due to the change of nurses in the territory, rapid 
progress in some of the council activities was somewhat 
hindered. However, three Child Health Conferences were 
held and immunization against diphtheria and whooping 
cough, and vaccination against smallpox were offered. The 
number of parents to avail themselves of this opportunity 
was small. It is to be hoped that in the coming year a sched- 
ule for regular Child Health Conferences in various sections 
of the town can be worked out. 

Follow-up work on crippled children was done and re- 
fers to medical services made out. 

During the school year 118 children received physical 
examinations by the school physician. Those examined were 
children in the Ist, 4th, 7th grades, and Freshmen and.Sen- 
iors in High School. In addition all children new to the 
school and all children referred by the teachers were ex- 
amined. The teachers in their day-by-day observations play 
an important part in selecting children not up to par phys- 
ically. 
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Conferences were held with teachers in various schools. 
Problems referred by them were followed up by home visits. 

In May, 1945 an immunization clinic was held. Seventy- 
seven children were vaccinated against smallpox and seven- 
ty-six immunized against diphtheria. 

It is hoped that in the coming year the Health Council 
will be able to well analyze the community health needs and 
help in their solution. 

Public health is concerned with securing and main- 
taining better health for all members of the community. It 
is recognized that whatever is done to assure physical and 
mental health during maternity, infancy, childhood, and 
youth, will affect the health of the adult population. 

I wish to express my appreciation to all those interested 
persons who have assisted with the program, and especially 
the busy physicians. It is to be hoped that the health work 
will be increased during the coming year.

SCHOOL REPORT 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Superintending School Commimittee and Citizens of 
the Town of Buxton: . 

The annual report is herewith submitted: 

There are new trends in eduéation today as the result 
of planning to meet conditions and needs in a post war 
world. In the Secondary Schools greater emphasis is placed 
on vocational training. In order to meet conditions that fol- 
low a war it is thought advisable that students and return- 
ing veterans should be prepared to do some special kind of 
work. Now is the time for students to be trained in skills 
and trades for the new economic and industrial order. This 
program requires a thorough training in mathematics. To 
meet the needs of a practical age more students should be 
trained in business administration and commercial subjects. 
New legislation and financial aid from the State and Fed- 
eral government is sought in carrying out this program. Our 
course of study should be made practical and abreast of the 


times. TEACHER SHORTAGE 
A serious teacher shortage exists notwithstanding in- 
creased appropriations and larger allocations of the State 
School Fund. Salaries of teachers have been increased but 
there have been greater increases in other lines of work. 
Many teachers are now employd in other lines of work. 
Many teachers are now employed in other vocations where 
there is employment for the entire year. Many teachers have 
been hired in other states where salaries are more attrac- 
tive. We have been enabled to carry on because of the splen- 
did cooperation of our teachers who have remained in the 
work to enable us to keep our schools open. 
INCREASED STATE AID 
There has been a substantial increase in the amount of 
the State School fund through legislative enactment at the 
last session of the State Legislature. There had been a great 
reduction in the amount of the State School Fund. The re- 
storing of this money and the increased financial support 
have made possible increased salaries and an improvement 


in the type of education afforded our pupils. 
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LEGISLATIVE ENACTMENT 


Apportionment to towns for teaching positions (in part) as 
amended 


) The commissioner shall apportion to each town the sum 
of ‘$300 for each teaching position or fractional part 
of $300 for each fractional part of a position maintained 
and approved by the commissioner in Elementary and Sec- 
ondary Schools of such town, provided however ‘that no 
town failing to maintain the minimum program shall receive 
over $100 per teaching position, provided further that there 
shall be allocated to each town for each teaching position 
approved ... the budgetary balance after deducting subsidy 
above mentioned ...as determined by school tax rate. This 
shall apply to all towns whose tax rate falls within 12 to 26 
mills. These gradations to be by steps of 3 mills each... 
provided however that no town shall be entitled to this 
special apportionment on teachers which are not paid a min- 
imum saiary of $1,000 a year. The amount of the gradation 
this year for each position is $45.21. The pension law for the 
older teachers was also amended to provide the following 
increases.

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REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT 


The Bog Mill School Building was painted on the out- 
side and the appearance of the interior of this building was 
greatly improved by painting walls and ceiling. A consid- 
erable amount of work was done in routine repairs in up- 
keep of buildings. In the High School equipment and ap- 
paratus have been purchased for teaching Physics to meet 
the requirements of the State Department. Equipment and 
Materials have been purchased for the teaching of Agricul- 
ture. Now we have an excellent equipment for this course. 
We were fortunate in securing a drilling machine for the 
Agricultural Course which was made available under the 
Government Surplus Property Act. This machine costing 
approximately $1,500 was made available at the small cost 
of delivery charges. 


HANSON FUND 


A new projector has been purchased for use of film 
slides in High School Classes. The projector will be a valu- 
able aid in teaching science. Playground equipment was pur- 
chased for the Elementary Schools.
